The  Requiem  by  Brahms  is  usually 
sung  in  the  German  language,  but 
will  be  given  in  English  both  per- 
formances at  8:15  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium. 

Soprano  and  baritone  soloists  for 
the  opening  performance  are  Caro- 
lyn Thompson  from  Malta,  Idaho, 
and  Joe  Hill,  from  Rexburg,  Idaho. 

Leading  vocalists  for  the  Sunday 
evening  presentation  will  be  soprano 
Marcene  Camp  from  Pocatello,  Ida- 
ho, and  baritone  Harold  Brereton 
from  Orem. 

The  Requiem,  which  is  a combi- 
nation of  Brahms’  own  personal 
selections  of  biblical  verses,  was 
written  after  the  death  of  his  mo- 
ther. 

It  expressed  the  composer's  phil- 
osophy of  hope  for  reunion  after 
death  and  confidence  of  a life  after 
this.  In  this  respect,  it  differs  from 
the  regular  Catholic  Requiem  Masses 
which  consist  of  prayer  for  the  dead. 

Both  performances  are  free  to 
students  and  the  public,  according 
to  Dr.  John  R.  Halliday,  head  of  the 
Music  Department.

Three  prominent  music  organ- 
ixations  of  the  Brigham  Young  Un- 
iversity will  combine  tomorrow  ev- 
ening to  present  the  first  perform- 
ance of  the  famout  "German  Req- 
uim”  by  Brahms. 


The  second  presentation  will  be 
given  the  following  Sunday  evening, 
December  11. 

General  director  of  the  famous 
seven-part  masterpiece  is  Dr.  John 
R.  Halliday.  The  Concert  Chorus  and 
A Cappella  chorus  consisting  of  170 
members,  will  be  accompanied  by 
the  75-piece  BYU  Symphony  Or- 
chestra, under  the  leadership  of 
Lawrence  Sardoni,  with  J.  J.  Keel- 
er at  the  organ. 

Assisting  Dr.  Halliday  in  the 
training  of  the  group  is  Newell 
Weight,  director  of  the  a Cappella 
chorus. 


Nevadan  places  in 
’American’  show 
to  win  $600,  medal 

Ted  Marshall,  Brigham  Young 
University  sophomore  from  Las 
Vegas,  Nev.,  was  seen  in  a recent 
newsreel  with  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
after  winning  $600  in  a national 
speech  contest. 

The  contest  was  the  first  annual 
"Valley  Forge  Freedom’s  Foun- 
dation Inc.”  national  contest  which 
awards  were  presented  in  many  cat- 
egories. 

Purpose  of  the  organization  is  to 
recognize  and  award  achievement 
for  promoting  better  understanding 
of  the  American  way  of  life. 

It  is  said  to  be  non-political,  non- 
sectarian, and  non-partial,  and  a- 
warded  $84,000  to  American  citizens 
throughout  the  nation.  Money  for 
the  awards  is  provided  by  business- 
men and  philanropists  who  are  in- 
terested in  presenting  the  American 
way  of  life. 

Ted’s  high  school  speech  teacher 
submitted  his  graduation  speech,  en- 
titled "Frontiers  of  Opportunity,”  in 
the  "high  school  commencement 
speeches  and  orations”  division  of 
the  national  contest.  He  received  the 
third  prize  of  $600  and  a beautiful 
gold  medal  was  inscribed  by  Dwight 
D.  Eisenhower. 

On  the  back  of  the  gold  medal 
was  inscribed,  "For  outstanding 
achievement  in  bringing  about  a 
better  understanding  of  the  Amer- 
ican way  of  life.” 

Others  who  received  awards  that 
day  included  Jackie  Robinson  for 
his  anti-Communist  testimony,  Judge 
Harold  Medina  for  conducting  Com- 
munist trials,  former  President  Her- 
bert Hoover,  Senator  Robert  A. 
Taft,  and  many  other  known  and 
unknown  citizens. 

Ted’s  father  made  the  trip  back 
East  with  him  and  while  they  were 
there  they  visited  Philadelphia  and 
New  York,  and  then  came  home 
by*  way  of  Palmyra  and  the  Hill 
Cumorah.

Art  professor  cops 
‘best  amateur’ 
filmster  title,  award 

Glei\  H.  Turner,  Brigham  Young 
University  art  instructor  was  re- 
cently named  winner  of  the  Percy 
Maxim  award,  given  annually  in 
New  York  city  for  the  best  amateur 
movie  production. 

Titled  "One  Summer  Day,”  the 
movie  tells  the  story  of  a small 
boy’s  dream  about  pirates. 

At  first  the  project  was  for  fam- 
ily recreation  for  Mr.  Turner,  his 
wife  Lucille  and  four  children  but 
inspired  by  the  queries  of  seven  year 
old  Douglas  Turner  it  turned  out 
to  be  a full-time  feature. 

The  characters  in  the  dream  seq- 
uences were  of  balsa  wood  and  cop- 
per wire  while  the  backgrounds 
were  made  of  packing-case  wood 
and  painted  with  water  colors.  Pir- 
ate swords  were  made  of  tooth- 
picks. 

Nine-hundred  sixty  single  move- 
ments were  required  for  one  min- 
ute’s running  time  in  the  film.  Mrs. 
Turner  operated  the  camera  while 
Glen  moved  the  heads,  arms  and 
legs  of  the  characters. 

The  Turner’s  living  room  table 
served  as  stage  for  the  movie  while 
a small  pond  near  Springville  was 
used  for  the  pirate  scenes. 

While  "One  Summer  Day"  has 
no  speaking  parts  it  has  music  dub- 
bed in  from  wire  recordings  as  well 
as  sword  fighting,  storm  and  ship 
burning  sound  effects. 

Contrary  to  the  idea  that  expen- 
sive equipment  must  be  used  for 
amateur  movies,  Mr.  Turner  used 
an  8 mm.  camera  and  Kodachrome 
film. 

Famous  cellist  next 
Lyceum  schedule 

Climax  of  Autumn  quarter  lyceum 
features  will  be  the  appearance  of 
Pierre  Fournier,  the  great  European 
cellist,  on  Thursday,  December  8,  at 
8:15  in  the  Provo  Tabernacle. 

Lyceum-goers  will  hear  the  im- 
mortal music  of  Bach,  Beethoven, 
Haydn,  Schubert,  Dvoark,  Debussy, 
and  Paganini  played  by  a musician 
who  is  rated  by  many  critics  as  the 
greatest  cellist  in  the  world. 

Mr.  Fournier  has  traveled  widely 
in  Europe  and  Africa  on  his  con- 
cert tours,  but  he  is  relatively  a 
newcomer  on  the  American  scene. 
His  first  tour  of  the  United  States 
was  during  the  1948-49  season  dur- 
ing which  he  was  hailed  with  much 
acclaim  by  American  critics  all  ov- 
er the  country. 

This  man  is  a true  product  of 
French  culture,  having  graduated 
from  the  Paris  Conservatoire  Nat- 
ionale  when  he  was  but  a mere 
boy.  He  now  holds  a professorship 
at  this  same  conservatory  from 
which  he  gained  his  first  honors.

We  got  a copy  of  a little  item  called  “Basketball  Facts”  hot  off  the 
press  last  week.  It’s  BYU’s  annual  encyclopedia  of  hoop  info,  compiled 
by  the  Athletic  Publicity  Bureau,  Ray  Wight  and  Ray  Beckham,  owners 
and  operators.

It  surprised  us  to  learn  that  Stan  came  to 
BYU  the  same  year  that  wedid,  1947.  Now  he’s  head  coach  and 
we’re  still  sneaking  into  basketball  practices. 

Stan  did  his  prep  performing  at  Murray  High  School,  where 
he  lettered  in  four  sports,  football,  baseball,  basketball,  and 
track.  He  continued  to  star  at  Weber  Junior  College,  where  he 
made  all-conference  in  basketball  and  football,  and  lettered  in 

Continuing  his  studies  at  BYU,  Watts  again  cleaned  up.  He  lettered 
in  football,  basketball,  and  track,  and  won  the  outstanding  all-around 
graduating  athlete  trophy  in  1938. 

After  receiving  his  sheepskin,  Stan  went  down  to  Millard  County 
High  School.  And  from  there  he  moved  up  to  Dixie  College.  His  basket- 
ball teams  did  well  in  both  these  places,  Millard  winning  the  regional 
title,  and  Dixie  JC  racking  up  two  seconds  in  the  Conference  standings. 

In  1945,  Watts  moved  on  to  Jordan  High  School.  His  basketball 
teams  tied  for  the  Big  Nine  title  both  years. 

His  first  assignments  in  Provo  were  as  football  and  frosh 
basketball  coach.  His  Basketball  team  had  a phenominally  suc- 
cessful season,  going  through  its  slate  undefeated,  and  holding 
the  varsity  (conference  champs  that  year)  even  in  scrimmages. 

He  also  masterminded  the  basketball  team  to  a western  division 

The  next  year  saw  Stan  moving  up  to  assistant  basketball 
coach,  and  also  to  the  post  of  assistant  athletic  director.  It  is 
not  far-fetched  to  assume  that  he  is  next  in  line  for  that  job 
should  Eddie  Kimball  ever  decide  to  get  rid  of  his  worries. 

And  so  this  year  he  has  the  job  of  trying  to  steer  a highly-rated 
Cougar  aggregation  through  a tough  season.  If  his  past  records  of  suc- 
cesses are  indicative  of  his  coaching  ability,  he  should  do  OK. 

The  pamphlet  also  has  a lot  of  other  interesting  items.  Should  the 
same  five  who  started  at  Pocatello  continue  to  be  the  first-string,  the 
Cat’s  average  height  will  be  nearly  6’2”,  rather  small  for  big  tune  basket- 
ball as  played  today.

Three  states  are  represented  on  the  team,  Hutch  being  from  Cali- 
fornia, and  Minson  and  Crag  from  Idaho,  as  well  as  Ike  Beem.
